/V volume of Colorado streams is appropriated for 


Irrigation pm poses. 
The water rights iccorded 


1£ the ^district courti groaUy exceed th« water that runs 
i£»the streams during the crop season and tb«pe is every 
ytoar a greater dtffitulty in distributing tho water available 
among thdse entitled to its use 


If the running water in th« streams were to be the 


measure of irrigation in Colorado It might be a fait state- 
ment that agriculture in this state had about reached the 
](mlt of Us possibilities itnd that onr efforts for the future 
must be directed toward Insuring a more piofltable use of 
tie supply 


Fortunately, however the water resource* of the stata 


are as yet capable of indefinite expansion and we hava 
only begun to develop our Irrigation system 
Though tha 


supply may ba scanty in the warm months of the summer, 
and defective In the early fall, for more than half the year. 
Jncltidlng the time -wh^n tho streams are the highest, the 
•vjfater Mini to waste, and besides this theip are in the 
dpring and summer floods of periodical recurrence m tha 
tjourse of which more water runs to waste than ii prof- 
itably employed in an entire- season 


The success already reached by means of irrigation In 


this state, proves beyond question the gioatness o£ the 
results that are possible under d sys>tem that provides for 
the storage of wintei and flood water-s 
\Ve may reason- 


jlbly expect that Coloi ado-will in the future give such PX 
samples of irrigation engineeiing as are not surpas&ed by 
any country in the world, and that thp valleys o£ the 
Arkansas, the Platte, tho Rio Grando, the Grand river and 
tlheir tributaries will present an exhibit of Irrigated farms 
orchards And gardens that will make our present acoom 
plishments seem -very trivial matters 


There are many indications that this is to be| the great 


Work of Colortdo in the next 20 years, and in it there will 
be a vast and profitable field for the efforts of capitalists, 
promote! s, engineers and experts, as well as for those who 
actually do tho -Rork of building the canals and reservoirs

pect them to indulge In any foolishness In the matter 
either In the way of passing a bill that will be defective and 
inoperative, or one that will prove a, serious Injury to the 
large Industries of the state It is a matter requiring com 
mon sense and a regard for the Interests of all parties 
concerned, but chiefly a desire to carry Into effect the plain 
wishes of the people by whom the amendment was rati- 
fied

Whether tha sultan will yield to these demands vviU 


depend entirely uppn Whether be thinks It is necessary 
for him to do BO. Only a few days ago it was reported 
that Germany would not sign the joint note, and it was ex-> 
pected that this lack of harmony among the powers would 
afford a sufficient excuse for the sultan to refuse or to 
delay 4he proposed reforms. Even nw It }B pot at all 
sure how thoroughly the Christian powera of Europe have 
overcome the jealousies and, dlpsensjons that have been 
for »o long a time the real, responsible Cause of Turkish 
BJiBgovernnvent and massacre. 


It la possible that if the Christian powers oil Europe 


are really united in demanding and in enforcing reforms, 
they may be able to secure decent and civilised govern- 
ment for the Turkfah provinces without going to the ex, 
' tremes of destroying the Turkish empires, But there is
